Jesse G. Webster, the oldest auctioneer in 


Bucks County, and a man probably as well- 
known as any in the lower end, died at his 
home, in Huluievillc, on Thursday. 
He 


was 'M years of age and as he was active in 
his vocation until within a few years, it is 
piobable that he had cried more sales than 
any man now living in the county, 
lie was 


born iti Abingtou township, Montgomery 
county, June 20, 1800, and was the son of 
David and Elizabeth Webster, who were of 
English descent and members of the Society 
of Friends. 


He catne to Bucks county in 1820, and 


has followed farming and auctioneering 
since 1830. 
In that year he married Miss 


Elizabeth Williams,& of Frankford. They 
had six children, three of whom are now 
living: Mrs. William Hillborn, who 1ms 
lived with her father; Hugh, of Hulmeville, 
and Milton, of Philadelphia. In polities 
Mr. Webster was a Republican, and served 
one term as County Commissioner. He was 
a Justice of the Peace in Hulmeville for fit- 
teen years, and a School Director the same 
length of time. Mr. Webster retired from 
active life a few years ago. 


Nearly every resident of Hulmeville and 


vicinity, both men,, women and children, on 
Sunda^ looming visited the residence of the 
deceased to pay their last respects and 
attend his funeral. The funeral services 
were conducted at the house by the Spirit- 
ualist and Friend's ceremony, in which 
Walter Laing, Samuel Wheeler, Mrs. Minnie 
Brown and Mrs. I. Alloways were the 
speakers. He was an estimable man, and 
will be much missed in the community 
where he lived.—Standard. 


—The first trained nurse to offer her sei- 


vices to Uncle Sam at the outbreak of the 
civil war lives in El Cajon Valley, San Diego 
County, Cal. She is a wideawake Scotch 
woman, now seventy years old, who, prior 
to the war, was a head nurse in Bellevue 
Hospital, New York. While there a wounded 
thief was attended by her. He stole the 
doctor's silver probe, after it had been use.d 
to locate a bullet iu his arm. The nurse 
manifested such a kindly interest in the 
thief patient that he relented, and when 
discharged frum the hospital returned the 
probe, although previous search had failed 
to reveal the missing instrument.

Wlint It Means. 


Many people are more or less befogged 


concerning the 
meaning of the much 


advertised formula, "10 to 1." In their 
minds the phrases "free silver" and "free 
silver coinage" are equally vague, dwelling 
there like something of a nebulous character 
struggling to be clearly defined. 


The meaning of these is simple enough, 


and the most ordinary intelligence can 
easily comprehend them. 


At the present time one ounce of gold is 


worth 31J ounces ot silver. The advocates 
ofiree silver -want Congress to enact a law 
that shall declare sixteen ounces of silver to 
be worth as much as one ounce of gold. The 
inherent commercial value of the two metals 
would not thereby be changed. It states, 
or corporations, or the owueis of silver 
mines were to do this thing through legisla- 
tive authority, or by the exercise of any 
arbitrary power, there would be no reluct- 
ance in calling the transaction a swindle. 
It would deserve that stigma. 
Would such 


a proceeding be any less an act of dishonesty 
if authorized by the gener.'.l government, 
than if it were the act of a state legislature, 
cr the owner of a silver mine ? The owner 
of the silver mine wants the national govern 
ment to do what lie has no power to do as 
an individual, double the value of his pro- 
duct through congressional action and ex- 
ecutive sanction. 
Would that be right? 


Would it be honest ? It would be a munifi- 
cent blessing to the mine owner, just as a 
law arbitrarily doubling the value of coal 
would be a great boon to the producer of 
that important commodity. 


Silver has a fluctuating value. Tliis is no1 


more stationary than the mercury in the 
lube of a thermometer. No law can make it 
stationary. 
No law can claim it to a fixed 


standard. 
It is impossible to equalize by 


statute things that are unequal. If 31} 
ounces of sliver are worth one ounce of gold, 
and no more, what magic can be discovered 
in any legislative act that can make 16 
ounces of silver equal in value to 1 ounce of 
gold ? No man would give 1 ounce of gold 
for 1G ounces of silver for the simple reason 
that it is worth almost twice as much as 
that. 


No man ought to be willing to favor the 


enactment of a law that shall declare 1G 
ounces of .silver to be equal to 1 ounce of 
gold 
It would be dishonest. 


A law authorizing the coinage of dollars 


containing 52 cents worth of silver would 
revolutionize prices. Every producer, every 
dealer, every one with a commodity to sell, 
would naturally insist upon getting just as 
much money as before for Ms goods. 
Prices 


would advance, and it is a logical conclusion 
that it would require two of the new dollars 
to buy as much as one of the old ones would 
buy. It is impossible to purchase as much 
with 52 cents as with 100 cents. 


But the price of labor would remain un- 


changed. Free silver would not double 
wages. 
The man who receives $30 a month 


now would not get ?00 a month in the era 
of free silver. A day's wages then would be 
the same as a day's wages now. A man's 
wages then would necessarily have only 
about half its present purchasing value. 
The mine owner would experience the gam; 
the working man would feel the pinch. The 
purchasers of the necessities (if life would 
soon discover that a coin supposed to b.e a 
dollar, but containing only fifty-two cents' 
worth of silver, would buy nu more than 
fify-two cents' worth of things for the 
household.

ritbout causing as many prostrations as oc- 
cur witli less excessive temperature *hen 
he air is replete with watery vapor in the 
nvisible stale. An eminent army surgeon 
itatee that in four yours service with his 
command in Arizona, where the shade tem- 
lerature sometimes vises to a maximum of 
08 degrees, but the atmosphere is re- 
markably dry, he never saw sunstroke ex- 
cept on one occasion. 


To avoid danger all persons should ab- 


staitrtVultf alcoholic drinks, excitement and 
atigue, while confining the diet mainly to 
arinoceous foods, fresh fruit, a rather free 
mt nol immoderate use of cool water, aud 
gentle salines if needed. In mild cases of 
irostratioa cold baths may suffice. 
But in 


severe cases the patient must be at once 
:arried into the shade, his clothing removed 
md douches of cold water be freely applied 
o the chest and body. 
Dr. Pepper, of 


'hiladelphia, has made the extremely im- 
lortant suggestion that hospital ambulances 
ihould be supplied with ice and antipyrin, 
and as soon as the patient is placed in the 
ambulance these remedies should be ap- 
ilied—as many lives are probably sacri- 
ficed'by the loss of the ciitical moments in 
he interval between the finding of the pa- 
ient and his reaching the hospital. Rub- 
ing with ice may be tried with good eifect. 
5ut in any case, as soon as possible, the 
iunstroke patient should be placed in the 
;old bath at a temperature of 50 degrees 
and uo time lost or pains spared to rcduoo 
he body temperature.

But no one will have 
tho audacity to claim before an intelligent 
audience that the present money value of 
a silver dollar would bo preserved under 
free coinage.

It might, tot a time, 
stimulate the market under false expecta- 
tions. But free coiuage would undoubt- 
edly increase the production of silver 
largely, and is it necessary to suggest to 
an intelligent audience that Increased 
prices ue?er followed increased production 
of any pioduct produced by civilized mauf 
The annual sliver product of tho world is 
about 1(56,000.000 ounces, capable of being 
coined into about $200,0^,000 of silver 
money. This country alone produced in' 


1894 
nearly $64,000,000 of silver (coining 


value). There is 110 doubt that free coin- 
age will largely increase this production. 
Now what Is the proposition? It is that 
our mints shall coin fice all tho silver 
brought to them, whether it be bullion or 
silver teapots or shoo buckles. It is not 
confined to the silver produced iri this 
3ountry, but an Italian with silver ear- 
rings a half pound each can go to our mint 
ind sit on the doorstep until they are

'•We could stand free coiuage but for 


jne thing, and that is that they propose to 
make the silver coined at 10 to 1 a legal 
tender for all debts, public and private. 
By IS to 1 is meant that a silver dollar 
shall contain sixteen times as many grains 
as a gold dollar. No ono would object so 
seriously If they wore content with simple 
coinage, but when they demand that the 
silver coined shall be a legal tender—that 
means 1 hat I can pay a dollar of debt with 
» piece of money worth only 50 cents— 
it moans that my wages can be paid in 
60 cent dollars. It means that the pen- 
sioners and all who receive fixed amounts 
of salary or fees shall be paid in 50 cent 
dollars. It moans that taxes can be paid 
in 50 cent doUars, as well as interest on all 
obliguti ins.

FREE SILVER IN MEXICO. 


lrf>w \VHfie8 and High J'rlceft—Ao .En- 


gineer's Kxnorieuce. 


The friends of free silver try to persuade 


us that it would not matter if the United 
States did go on a silver basis and was re- 
duced to tho same condition as Mexico (as 
it would be), "because," they say, "labor 
In Mexico is very highly paid." Is it? 
That is what a correspondent of Dixie, 
the Southern newspaper, writes from 
Mexico—and no ono will claim that Dixie 
is a goldbug organ or is interested iri mis- 
loading railway men. The correspondent 
writes: 


I was amused at the way one of the con- 


ductors with whom I talked referred to 
his salary. I askud him what his position 
wa<. worth. "Well," he said, "that's a 
pretty hard question to answer. When 
the month is up1 the paymaster hands me 
out ISO Mexican dollars, and it depends 
upon what tho market price of those dol- 
lars happens to 1)0 on that particular day 
as to what amount I have earned during 
tho month. 
Sometimes tho dollars are 


worth 55 cents each, sometimes 52 cents 
each, sometimes more or less; but tho 
truth of it is I never know what I have 
earned until I investigate and learn tho 
market quotations on Mexican dollars." 


"Well," I said, "how do your expenses 


In Mexico compare with expenses that 
you would have in the United States?" 


"My expenses in Mexico are greater," he 


said. "For a while I was on tho upper end 
of the road, and boarded at San Antonio, 


Tex. 
There I paid $18 per month board. 


Now I am boarding in Torroou and pay 
$40 per month board in Mexican moneys 
But what goos hardest with me is that I 
have to pay so much for wearing apparel. 
If I could wear what is made here in Mex- 
ico 1 could got it very cheaply, but I have 
to buy American shirts, American shoes 
mid huts, ami, indeed, practically every- 
thing I wear comes from the United 
States. They don't manufacture articles 
of a character horo In Mexico suitable for 
our use, so when I buy a pair of shoes I 
havo to pay double tho value and the duty 
added. That makes this pair of shoes that 
I am wearing worth $7.50 iu Mexican 
money, and I could buy the same shoes in 
Texas for $2.50 or $3 
The same is true 


about everything that I wear, and I'll tell 
you tho truth, friend, whoa I've paid my 
board and settled for tho things that I've 
been compelled to buy during tho month 
I wouldn't bo a welcome tjuost iu a poker 
game." 


What Fr«e Silver Coinage Would Mean. 


An honest dollar is a coin that will be 


accepted for 100 cents in any part of tho 
commercial world. 


Tho gold dollar contains 23.23 grains of 


pure gold. Put it in tho pot and jneli it 
into bullion and you do not destroy its 
value. It is an honest dollar. 


Put tho sliver dollar in tho pot and melt 


it down and it Is worth about oil cents. It 
contains 371.2fi grains of pure silver and 
pusses for 100 cents. 


Why does this coin, worth but 53 cents, 


pass for ono dollar? 


Simply bocause the government under- 


takes to tioat it at its face value, and relies 
upon its gold reserve to do so. 


Suppose the gold reserve to disappear. 


Suppose every dollar in gold to Ueo the 
couutry. 
Suppose the government, no 


longer able to rely upon its credit, eon no 
longer maintain that silver dollar at par. 
What then? 


Come, ye farmers of Pennsylvania, Now 


Jersey, Delaware and Maryland, what 
would happen? 


The silver dollar, which passes for 100 


cents, no longer bolstered up by gold, 
would be worth exactly its melting pot 
value—its bullion value at the market 
prico. 


With this depreciated currency in your 


hands, what would happen to you? You 
would bo rained. 


This is the long and short of this free 


silver business. Vote for free silver if you 
will, but make all your preparations in 
advance for bankruptcy. 


Further, let us suppose yon have $1,000 


worth of stock, which is a safe investment 
in a building and loan association, your 
certificate dated, we will say, July 1, 188S, 
payable to you in full value when it is due, 
say 1800. You paid for it in silver, and you 
cannot ask for anything but silver; you 
vote for silver, showing your confidence. 
They pay you in silver, which means 53 
cents against every 100 cents you have in- 
vested and waited years for. Is that a 
good bargain, or do you want 100 cents, 
which will buy full value? 
Draw this 


money out and melt it up; you get $530 
instead of $1,000. Suppose you deposited 
$old, and the society pays vou iri silver. 
What is to prevent them from buying 
$1,000 worth of silver bullion, having it 
coined and give to you silver dollars to 
represent 100 cents, they retaining the 47 
cents; or from your Investment they make 
47 cents and you lose it? The working 
man receives this blow every tjme. That 
la why he should work against froe silver. 


HOW PARITY IS MAINTAINED. 


Explanation us to the Efl'ects of Limited 


and Unlimited Coinage. 


In reply to a question from a life insur- 


ance policy holder as to the effects of free 
and unlimited silver coinage, Secretary 
Carlisle wrote: 


"In case free coinage of silver should be 


established in this country, I presume in- 
surance companies and all other institu- 
tions would continue to make their pay- 
ments by checks ojid drafts on banks as 
heretofore. 
In my opinion the whole 


volume of our currency would sink at 
once to the silver basis and-* these checks 
and drafts would be paid in silver dollars 
or their equivalent, instead of gold or its 
equivalent, as is now the case. 


"I presume no one supposes for a mo- 


ment that it would be the duty of the 
government to attempt to keep the stand- 
ard silver dollar, coined free for private 
Individuals and corporations, equal in< 
value to a gold dollar, or, in other words, 
that it would be the duty of the govern- 
ment to attempt under a system of free 
coinage to maintain the parity of tho two 
netals. The dollars would be coined on 
private account and delivered to private 
ndividuals and corporations as their own 
woperty, the government having no in- 
terest whatever in them, and being, there- 
'ore, under no obligation to sustain them 
by guaranteeing their value. 


"Under our existing system all silver* 


dollars are coined on account of the gov= 
eminent and are issued by the govern* 
ment in payment of Its expenditures and 
other obligations, and it would be an act 
of bad faith, therefore, to permit them to 
depreciate."_

The following letter,,'which eloquently 


shows the evils of free silver, has been re 
ceived from Luthor F. McKiunoy, TJuitei 
States Minister to Bogota: 


BOGOTA, June 17.—As the money ques 


tlon seems to be the important question in 
the present political contest in tho Unitei 
States, I thought it might be of interes 
to know what effect silver legislation ha 
had upon the people ol Colombia. 


Twenty years ago, in 1876, gold and silve 


wore coined in tho mints of Colombia 
both being a legal toudor for all debts 
and at that time, owing to the sfi^ity o 
the white metal, silver was at a prfsmiun 
over gold of about 3 per cent. 


About 1880 gold was at a premium, be 


cause the imports exceeded the exports 
and as tho balance had to be paid in gol( 
it required a small premium to get thi 
gold for the purpose. Up to 1885 the gov 
eminent continued to coin gold aud silver 
and at that time gold was at a premiun 
over silver of about 20 per cent. 


In 1885 congress pushed a law that madi 


paper money a legal tonder for all debts 
the paper to be payable in "gold or silvo: 
at the option of Uilc. government," thii 
being an attempt to make silver at a pal 
with gold 


Gold 190 PIT dent. Premium. 


This was an impossibility, for at once 


the gold all went out of the. country anc 
the government was on a silver basis, in 
spite of its efforts by legislation to keep 
gold and silver at a parity. From tha 
time to this there has been no gold in cir 
dilation in Colombia 


The effect of this was to raise the pro 


mium oa gold from 20 per cent, iu 188o to 
MO per cent. in!8!)5. 


At the present time, .Tune 17,- exchange 


on New York is HO, the price of exchange 
depending wholly upon the number 01 
drafts upon the market and the deinam 
for them. As the coffee crop is being 
shipped at this time and the merchants 
for certain reasons are not importing 
largely, the prico of exchange is low. 


In the department of Panama paper 


money is not used, silver being the only 
medium of circulation, ,the result being 
that silver in the other departments- has 
entirely goue out of circulation, and paper 
is tho only money used. 


If one goes to market in Bogota and of- 


fers silver for his dinner it is refused. As 
exchange is lower in Panama than in other 
parts of the country speculators buy al 
the silver they can find it a premium of 
from o to 10 per cent, and send it to Pana- 
ma and make a profit. Now, to show the 
effect of this upon the people of Colombia 
I will give facts that are well authenti- 
cated. 


Prices Soar Upward. 


In 1888, when gold was at a premium o1 


20 per cent., wages of workingmen on the 
plains of Bogota were forty cents a day, 
and in the hot country sixty cents a day. 
At the present time wages are sixty an<3 
ninety cents respectively, an advance oi 
60 per cent. All provisions have increased 
in cost about 200 per cent. Meats at that 
time were selling for from twelve to flf- 
tecn cents per pound. At the present time 
they sell for forty and fifty cents. 


House rente have increased from 100 to 


200 per cent. Small tenements, such as 
poor people occupy, could be had in 1885 
for $3 a month; now the same tenements 
bring $8. In 1884 and 1885 the Protestant 
minister of Bogota occupied'a house for 
which he paid $50 a month; at the present 
time the same house brings $200 a month. 


Mean Qualify of Good*. 


In 1885-tablo board could be had at the 


best hotels for 81 a day; now it is $3 a day, 
and the proprietors all say there is much 
less money iu tho business than when they 
received ?1. Wearing apparel has not in- 
creased in price in proportion.'to pro- 
visions, but this is because t!ie people are 
too poor to buy the goods they were in the 
habit of wearing before, and the mer- 
chants have placed upon the* market >th.e 
poorest quality of goods made in Elupape 
for the market. The reason that mer-> 
chants give for no,t buying more gqods in 
the United States is that the goods are too 
good and the people cannot afford to buy 
them. 


It seems to me that if the workingmen 


of the United States will study this object 
lesson they will readily see that what they 
want is an honest dollar that will buy as 
much in the markets abroad as the dollar 
of any other nation. 


Two Dollars for One, 


If silver is coined in the United States 


at the rate of 16 to 1, while the gold In a 
gold dollar is worth 100 cents in any coun- 
try in the world, and the silver in a silver 
dollar is only worth 50 cents, Is it not 
plain that the experience of Colombia, 
and in fact all South American countries 
where it has been tried, will be the experi- 
ence of the United States? 


The gold will all leave the country, »nd 


It will require two dollars of silver to buy 
one dollar's worth of goods lu the markets 
of the world, where gold is tho standard. 


The next question is, will the wages of 


labor be increased in proportion to the in- 
crease of the cost of living? The price 
of labor will always be governed by th« 
law of supply and demand, while the cost 
of living will be governed by the value of 
the dollar that the laborer receives for his 
toil. 


Free Silver Means Poverty. 


Silver legislation in.every country where 


an effort has been made to make a silver 
dollar equal to q gold dollar has resulted, 
in poverty to the man wh6 labors, and the 
attempt in thu United States can but give, 
the same results. 


Three years in this country has given 


me some practical knowledge of the effebt 
of a silver and paper currency, and I. send 
you tho above facts, as they are well 
known to the people here.

CANNOT SUPPOET BETAN. 


War Democrat in '61 and Sound 


Money Democrat 
Now. 


A STSONG

The venorable Charles A. Dana, the dis- 


tinguished editor of the New York Sun, 
refuses now, when socialism and anarchy 
threaten the welfare of the people, to sup- 
port the so called Democratic party, pre- 
cisely as in 1881 he refused to support It 
when It threatened the solidarity of the 
Union. He then became a war Democrat; 
was appointed by President Lincoln assis- 
tant secretary of war, in which position 
he rendered Inestimably valuable service 
to the country. Now ho isan honest, sound 
money Democrat, and as such, himself the 
Htaunchest of Democrats, advises all voters 
of his party to vote for the McKinley elec- 
tors. The following, which appears as a 
signed editorial in the New York Sun, 
speaks for Itself: 


Some personal response seems to be due 


;o the numerous friends who have sought 
'roin me an expression of my individual 
opinion as to the duty in the present po- 
itical campaign of those who adhere to 
the principles which hitherto have char- 
iCterized tho Democratic party. 


Tho doclai-ation of notions adopted in 


tho name of tho Democracy by the Chicago 
jonvoution In for the mo&t part so hostile 
to the doctrines which have prevailed In 
ho Democratic party in the past, as to de- 
nand its rejection by all those who would 
not abandon thu Democracy's essential 
cleas and best traditions. 


The Chicago platform invites us to es- 
ablish a currency which will enable a 
man to pay his debts with half as much 
property as he would have to use in order 
to pay them now. This proposition is dis- 
honost. I do not say that nil the advo- 
cates of tho free coinage of silver are dis- 
honest. Thousands of them, millions, If 
there be so many, are doubtless honest in 
intention. But I am unable to reconcile 
with any ideal ot integrity a change in the 
law which wall permit a mun who has 
borrowed a hundred dollars to pay his debt 
with a hundred dollars, each one of which 
is worth only half as much as each dollar 
he received from the lender. 


The Chicago platform sanctions the use 


of the appointing power of the president 
in such a way as to control the federal 
judiciary in deciding questions of consti- 
tutional law. It contemplates a change 
in the personnel of the supreme court of 
the United States, to the end that the re- 
cent decision declaring the income tax un- 
constitutional may be reversed. Strange 
times, indeed, are these, when a nmn is 
to. 
'nit, in order to be a Democrat, he 


must favor the imposition of an income 
tax and the destruction of the independ- 
ence of tho judiciary! 


Scill more alarming is the clearly im- 


plied Approval of lawless violence con- 
tained in the denunciation of what Is 
denominated in the platform "govern- 
ment by injunction " Veiled m the lan- 
guage of moderation, the wild light of 
anarchy shines through. 


In my opinion, without reviewing the 


Chicago platform further, tho declarations 
in regard to the currency, the suproma 
court, and the income tax, and the repres- 
sion of forcible lawlessness by the aid of 
injunctions, are enough to demand its re- 
jection by all good citizens and the defeat 
of the candidates who stand upon it. 


I regret exceedingly to find a disposition 


quite prevalent to array the west against 
the east in the discussion of these matters, 
I see no occasion fop milking our differ- 
ences sectional. Here there Is no political 
hostility toward the west, such as is ex- 
pressed toward the east by some western 
newspapers and public speakers. Good 
citizens can perhaps best aid the cause of 
honest money and law and order by de- 
voting more time to rational argument 
and less to inefficient abuse. 


All questions relating to the tariff have 


become insignificant for the time being, 
in view of the possibility, however slight, 
that the abhorrent principles of the Chi- 
cago platform may prevail. The duty and 
tho necessity to compass the final over- 
throw of that platform by assisting in the 
detent of William J Bryan are most im- 
perative and solemn. This may most cer. 
talnly be accomplished by voting for tho 
electors pledged to the support of William 
McKiuley, but I have no quarrel with any 
Democrat who adopts any other course 
which seems to him equally well adapted 
or better adapted to thu-'same end.

The Shorter Silver Catechism. 


Q. All the silver countries slipped down 


to a silver basis between 1874 and 1894 at 
the averago rate of 5 per cent, a year? A. 
Yes. 


Q And some of the bimetallic countries 


slipped with them, others are slipping and 
some are now on the verge of the descent? 
A. Yes. Even the strongest—France and 
the United States—maintain the parity 
with difficulty, and this difficulty is in- 
creasing. 


Q. What stands between us and the 


breaking of this parity? A. The treasury 
reserve and its redemption of greenbacks 
and treasury notes in gold when gold is 
called for. 


Q. Suppose the parity should be broken 


by the stoppage of this redemption what 
would happen? A. We would begin slid- 
ing down rapidly to a silver basis. 


Q. How would this downward motion 


be shown practically? A. By a premium 
on gold. Spain is two years down, its 
silver money being at a small discount In 
gold, but 'its paper and silver are atparity, 
6reece is near the bottom, with silver and 
paper at parity, Our paper and silver 
would remain at parity until gold reached 
}90 or thereabouts, depending upon the 
market value of silver.

mium. So would all domestic commodi- 
ties whose price here is regulated by the 
price abroad.

These would include brandstuffs and pro- 
visions, 


Q. What products would not rise in 


value? A. Those the prices of which are 
fixed by local conditions, those that can- 
not be exported to get the gold value— 
eggs, poultry, fish, 'butter, milk, vege- 
tables, hay, fruits, and all factory or mill 
products where the raw material was not 
affected by the foreign prne, as it would 
be with our cottonjnills. 


Q. What would bo the effect on wages 


and salaries? A. They would not rise. A 
man could not send his labor to London 
or Paria. If ho could he would not get 
any more for it. There would be no rea- 
son for the inflation of wages, Nothing 
would rise In value untess the man own- 
ing it could dispose of it to some one at a 
higher price. This law would apply equally 
to wag«s, rents and to labor products. 


Q. Then silver inflation would not raise 


wages or salariesP A. There Is no reason 
to expect it or analogy to support the be- 
lief, either while we were sliding down to, 
a "silver basis," or after we got there. If 
we went further, to a paper basis, and 
silver went to a premium, then wages 
would in time keep somewhere qear the 
"specie" basis, ai they did between 1839 
and 1879, but while the specie basis was 
silver and wages were paid in silver they 
would not be affected by small changes in 
Its purehasing power, any more th<vn they 
are now by any increase or decrease in the 
purchasing power of gold. A paper basis 
raises the price of everything to conform 
to the specie behind it; the silver-specie 
basis would only raise the price of certain 
thingis for which we had a foreign 'gold 
market. 


Q Hut the cu'st of livincc would be greatly 


increased on a silvnr unnisr A. As we live 


now, 
yes. 
Coffee, ten, sugar, rice and 


many other common things of this kind 
would become luxuries beyond the power 
of tho worklngman Co buy, He would 
have to live uij what would not increase 
lii value, having only his present wages or 
salary to buy with.

content. Unlike that ultra fashionable dis- 
order, appendicitis, it is not an expensive 
malady, nor do we have to go to a hospital 
and have a surgical operation performed 
to be cured 
Tho disease lm« been called 


BBtrophobin, and persons suffering from 
It are human barometers, so to speak, 
They prophosy tho weather and can predict 
without eiTor 24 hours before the ap- 
proach of a northeast storm. 
Before a 


rising thunder squall they are miserable 
beings. There are those indeed who are 
utterly prostrated before and during 
thunderstorm, and some are even thrown 
into spasms 
It has long been known that insects and 


cor till ii domestic annuals become aware of 
approaching changes iu the weather. They 
understand the heralds of coming storms, 
not from visual observation, but through 
their nervous system. Insects fly close to 
tho ground before a storm, and birds fly 
low to catch them. Turkeys will sniff the 
air and seek cover long before a coming 
change in the atmosphere, and, Indeed, 
make considerablef uss about ittoo. While 
this quality of premonition ig general 
among tho lower animals it does not with 
them reach the perfection attained by 
some afflicted human beings—those with 
abnormally sensitive organizations, dell- 
cato systems and nerves attuned to every 
physical impression. 


It is to the presence of electricity in tho 


atmosphere and its variable effects upon 
tho nerves of those sensitive subjects that 
may bo attributed their unenviable power 
of foretelling tho weather and tho disorder- 
ed state of their systems when storm con_- 
ditions ore present; 
There abounds in the air what is known 


as atmospheric electricity, tho existing po- 
larity of which, positive or negative, indi- 
cates respectively normal and abnormal 
weather conditions. It is when the air is 
charged with positive electricity that ono 
feels '' good," so to spoak—that Is, ono ex- 
periences the bracing, stimulating effects 
of pure air charged with ozone. 


The presence of negative electricity, 


however, has tho contrary effect and shows 
one of two things, either that storm con- 
ditions are present or are approaching. 


It is now well known that there are two 


regular tides of positive electricity in the 
atmosphere—tho high, or maximum, which 
occurs between the hours of 9 a. in. and 12 
m. and 0 and 9 p m., and the low, or mini- 
mum, 
between 3 and 6 p. m and 1 and 6 


a. m, 
There are those who almost every day 


pass through tides of feeling which, if 
they do not mathematically correspond to 
those daily tides of electricity in the air, 
follow so closely as to render certain a re- 
lation between tho variable states of the 
system and tho variable states of the air. 


From 8 a. in. to 13 m. is the golden time

When tho Alaska stenmers are getting 


toward Sitku, they go through a passage- 
way known as Fiulanson's canul, and it 
they happen to pass a certain point ID tho 
daytlmo a moat uuusuallookingm-jir tain 
can be seen. It bos been named the "bell 
shaped mountain," and a more appropri- 
ate cognomen could not be found. 


This peak, which has always been one 


of the sights for tourists, occupies a moot 
unusual position. It is directly in the cen- 
ter of the channel and when the steamer 
Is going northward seems to block farther 
progress. For several miles before tho 
mountain is reached the passageway"!* not 
any too wide, and steep mountains Kleiner 
close to the water's edgn on both sides.- 
They seem to join the lower portion of the 
bell shaped mountain and form an impass- 
able barrior across the roadway. 


As the steamer is heading directly for 


the mountain it shows to the best advan- 
tage. Rising abruptly from the mirrorlike 
surface of the water, it rears its head about 
1,000 
feet toward the sky and reveals the 


most perfect symmetry in its outline. The 
sides slope inward, and on the top there Is a 
little knoll, the whole combination form- 
ing a perfect Ml. 


If this mountain is seen in the early 


naming, when the steamer is about five 
niles away, It will appear silhouetted 
against the sky. The edges look clean and 
sharp cut, and It is hard to believe that it 
s not the work of human hands. It really 
ooks like a monster bell placed In the 
channel. 


The sides of this mountain ore covered 


with a thick growth of pine trees, and, as 
the steamer draws near, it loses some of its 
jeculiar appearance. 
The vessel keeps 


icod on us if to run It down, but when 
quite close makes a sharp turn to port and 
Bosses through a channel so narrow that 
it is possible to throw a stone on the moun- 
tain from* the deck. 
The mountain Is 


much longer than wide and does not look 
the least like a bell as soon as the steamer 
lias passed so that it can be seen over the 
stern.

Navigators in that part of the world 


consider it a great accomplishment to be 
able to sail around this mountain. The 
wind and tides are variable, and many 
skippers often give up the attempt, after 
remaining in the same spot for days, and 
take the outside passage.—San Francisco 
Sun. 


A SWISS MOUNTAIN STORM. 


London Three Handred Yearn Affo. 
It is v, ith difficulty that London life 800 


ycnvs ago can bo imagined, and London 
Itself has changed us much as tho life of 
her people. In those days It was no exag- 
geration to speak of "silver footed Thaiuo- 
sis." The river was a place for bathing, 
fishing nnd boating. Hundreds of water- 
men piled between the city and the south- 
ern bank. Old St Paul's dominated the 
city and provided a recognized but unsuit- 
able meeting place for business men and 
pleasure seekers. It was the customary 
promenado for citizens and courtiers, sol- 
diers and poets, tho fashionable and the 
disreputable worlds. 
The citizen lived 


pver his shop with his family and appren- 
tices. The city was the center of an ani- 
mated and gayly colored life. In afternoons 
there wi re the pertonnanoes at the thea- 
ters on tho bankside, the Globe, the Hope, 
the Koso, the Swan and Paris Garden, all 
of which were in the neighborhood of 
Southw.irk, and might be reached either 
by old Ixmdon bridge or by taking ono of 
the crowd of small boats that were in at- 
tendance. The traffic between the city and 
the theaters was tho mainstay of many of 
these w.vtermen, and when, owlpg to the 
prevalence of the plague, the playhouses 
were closed, the loss of custom naturally 
affected them severely. There is a curious 
petition extant at Dulwioh college, in 
which the "servantes and plaiers" of Lord 
Strange beseech tho privy council to with- 
draw the restriction upon their theater, 
and thin is made one of their pleas: 


"And for that the use of our plaiehowso

the statement of a chance infirm weather 
prognosticate who may claim, and perhaps 
be able to prove, that he "knows It's goin 
(a rain, 'cause ho can feel it in his j'mts."

Hudson, the dwarf, who was so enraged 
by a gentleman whom he had challenge^ 
to a duel appearing on tho field armed with 
a syringe, was served up in a cold pie. 


Pics were always a strong point of 


mayoral banquets, and tho recipe of a city 
of London pie has been handed down to 
posterity from the sixteenth century. The 
recipe runs as follows: 
"Toko 8 marrow bones, 18 sparrows, a 


pound potatoes, one-quarter pound erin-

niace and one-quarter pound currants. 
Liquor, when it Is baked, with white wine, 
butter and sugar."

of ingredients of this wonderful pia had 
only been concluded through the Inventor 
forgetting any other articles of diet that 
he could put In. 


Rich as the last mentioned pie sounds, 


It was not so rich as the simple bran pie 
that an eccentric old gentleman placed be- 
fore his tenants at the annual luncheon he 
gave them, for, besides the homely bran, 
golden coins of the realm were Included In 
the eouooetion, which made it peculiarly 
savory.

His withdrawal from the stage where he 
had played so long the leading part In a 
manner obviously devised to avoid any sort

In consequence of the Midlothian 


campaign, had terminated his public ca- 
reer. No applicant for his opinions on any 
subject ever received a postal card from 
Lord Beaconsfleld. No speech was ever 
made by him at railway stations. 


He died in 1881 as he bad lived—alone, 


a stranger amid a gtrange people. .After 
his death his memory became to English 
Conservatives an object of almost senti- 
mental affection; to English Radicals It 
remained in. object of never failing ani- 
mosity. But to Englishmen of all' politics, 
to Conservatives an4 Liberals alike,'hla 
life continues to, bp A constant puzzle, an 
unsolved enigma.—Quarterly Bevlew.

Men at Work. 


Speaking of prime movers before the Afl- 


•ociatiou For the Advancement of Science 
st London several years ago, Sir Frederick 
Bramwell drew up an interesting picture 
of the puny thing tliat muscular power, 
Vrhether auimal or human, really was 
when compared with the vast efforts e»- 
arted nowadays by machinery. Contrast- 
Ing a galley, for example—a vessel pro- 
pelled by oars—with a modern Atlantic 
liner, and assuming that prime movers 
were nonexistent and that this vessel was 
to be propelled after galley fashion, he pro- 
ceeded thus: Take the length of the vessel 
as 600 feet, and assume that place could 
be found for as many as 400 oarsmen on 
each side, etch oar worked by three men, 
or 8,100 men, and allow that six men un- 
der these conditions could develop work, 
equal to one horsepower. We should then, 
have 400 horsepower. Double the number 
of men and we should have 800 horsepow- 
er, with 4,800 men at work, and at least 
the same number in reserve if the jonrnsy 
is to be carried on continuously. Contrast 
the puny result thus obtained with 19,600 
horsepower given forth by a large prime 
mover of tho present day, such a power re- 
quiring, on the above mode of calculation, 
117,000 men at work and 117,000 in re- 
serve, and these to be carried in a ves 
sel less than 600 feet in length. Even if U 
were possible to carry this number of men 
in such a vessel, by no conceivable meani 
could their power be utilized yra as to im- 
part to it a speed of 90 knots an hour. 


This illustrates how a prime mover may 


not only be a mere substitute for muscular 
work, but may afford the means of attain- 
ing an end that could not by any ppssibll. 
ity be attained by muscular exertion, no 
matter what money was expended or what 
galley slave suffering was inflicted. Take 
again the cose of a railway locomotive, in 
which we have from 400 to 600 horsepower 
developed in an implement which, even 
including its tender, dees not oocupy an 
area of more than 50 squire yards, and 
that can draw us at DO milea.au hour. 
Here again the prime mover succeeds- in 
doing that which no expenditure of'money 
or of life could enable us to obtain from 
muscular effort.—Cassier's Magazine. *"
